At the coroner's inquest, held this 
afternoon, a. clash arose between 
District Attorney Brady and counsel 
for Arbuckle. 

“Brady objected to the testimony of 
Mrs. B. M. Belmont being ehard be 
fore the grand jury in the evening. 
Arbuckle’s attorneys countered with 
the objection that this would be 
prejudicial to Arbuckle’s rights in 
the inquest. 

Coroner Leland protested that the 
eonduct of the inquest was in his 
hands, but retired with the coroner's 
jury to determine their wishes in 
the matter. It ended with the grant- 
‘ng of District Attorney Brady’s re- 
Quest. : 

No decision was reached in the in- 
inquest, but the hearing was con- 
tinu@d over until this morning.
